By tradition and practice, the professional 
heads of the military forces hare always 
stayed dear of politics. They have avoided 
acUre participation or Inffuence In the peace- 
time policies and opermUoti of the fovem- 
menl except as they directly concerned the 
country's defense. 

The commission would hare this tradition 
and practice continued. In splLc of the dras- 
tic changes In the military"* situation since 
the war. Ail three aervlce* are far different, 
in function a* veil a* sit*, from the token 
-^ftfrcei'of lCT. frofe as looal wrffllm arrthe 
heads of occupation government In one con- 
quered country and In parts of two others. 
The armed forces are much more of a fac- 
tor In the nation'* life and In world affairs 
than ever befot« In time of peace- 

They have become a dlplomaUc and po- 
litical and economic force. The defense bud- 
get of tU.300.OO0.OO0 (which Is less than the 
services wanted) Is more than fr^lrd of the 
total budget for fiscal 1990. Tills vast sum 
most be Integratfd with the whole national 
economy. 

Some professional officers are apt to for- 
get that. They become absorbed in the de- 
velopment of their particular service and taU 
to see the broader aspects. This ahorUlght- 
^•dness has not been tmprorad by the servlca 
rivalries which still ptnlst In spite of onlfl- 
catlon. 

There has also bMo a potwmr tendency 
among muttary men to pume an Independ- 

.ant line of dlplosnaUc and poUUcal behavior. 
Ao example of tha formar la the feeling with- 
in the senrtce a that B paln Is a necessary -base 
In TI)( vmc of ft fQtun w in Surupe. and 
that therefore the tJnltad SUtea should 
recognlM the Franco reglma. This expressed 
attitude, of coone. Is counter to the policy 
of the *ut« depaitmeot and of the united 

-Nations. 

On several occasions subordinate officers 
in Oermany have shows a dUappolntlni tor- 
getfalness of American JusQce and demo- 
cratic practices. Instances ara the freeing of 
Us* Koch, the complet« aecrecy originally 
proposed for the recent Munich spy trtsls, 
and the designation of enlisted men as "bar- 
barians'* In banning them from an officers" 
club. Most of such Incidents have been 
patched up later, tnit they might better not 
have occurred.
